Premier’s Policy Is Being Kept to 
Himself. | 


GLOOMY WEEK ENDS BRIGHT 


Lord Roberts’s Success Is Paramount 
in English Eyes. 


WINSTON CHURCHILL’S BOOK IS OUT 


The Probability of Enlisting the 
Zulus Against Boers Is Re- 
ceived with a Shock. 


London, February 17.—A week that 
opened with the news of General Buller’s 
retreat and. the consequent gloomy fore- 
casts regarding the entire phase of the 
war, Dut closes with ithe relief of Kimber- 
ley and the general belief that the turn- 
ing point of the campaign has been 
reached, scarcely admits of any other 
topic. 

The new military programme which 
Was born this week has droned along to- 
ward enactment, being accepted more in 
the light of a makeshift than anything 
else and is quite overshadowed by the 
former prémier’s remarks, ‘though his 
pessimistic views were discounted by the 
almost simultaneous publication of Lord 
Roberts’s success, 

The manner in which Lord Rosebery 
delivered his remarkable oration was un- 
usually theatrical and in other respects 
savored of an appeal tto the gallery, giv- 
Ing Mr. A. J. Balfour, the government 
leader in the house of commons, the op- 
portunity the following day ito gibe the 
ex-premier ‘with unusual bitterness upon 
his “tones of trembling emotion.” 

Yet Lord Rosebery merely voiced what 
lg undoubtedly “he predominant opinion 
of Great Britain. But though he may 
have the majority behind him in his pes- 
simism, it does not follow that Lord 
Rosebery’s deductions are correct. 

The generalisms with which Lord 
Salisbury answered and has answered 
since the war began, ithereby so keenly 
irritating such influential organs of his 
own party as The London Times, Stand-

IS IN HIS PARIS HOME

Paris, February 6.—(Special Correspond-’ 
ence.)—Dr. EM Metchnikoff, accounts of 
whose experiments at the Pasteur insti- 
tute have been cabled to the world, giv-

man, perhaps not more than 5 feet 6 in 
He walks with a slight stoop, 
which throws forward his heavy, shaggy 
head and his broad shoulders in such a 
Way as almost to give the appearance 


of deformity. 

His big head, which seems expressly 
fitted to butt against obstacles, and his 
sturdy shoulders built to carry heavy 
burdens, are the most noteworthy points 
about his appearance. His eyes are of 
the mildest, meekest, palest blue. One 
would say they were quite expressionless 
if it were not for the peaceful. good na- 
ture that shines through his steel-rim- 
med spectacles. His face is plain, almost 
to the point of ugliness; the complexion 
and the cheeks 
with the forehead, which is absolutely 
unwrinkled. 

The great scientist does not pay much 
attention to his dress. He wears a shab- 
by suit of thin gray cloth, with huge 
pockets generally bulging with newspa- 
pers, reviews, books and letters. His
